This crowd and crush continued until the 
gun went down. It is no exaggeration to say 
that a cheaper class of sideshows and other 
attractions, 1f they may be called such, were 
never congregated before in the same space. 

But over the tops of these side shows and 
batched in the golden. glow of a May after- 
noon the domes of the White City and the 
minarets and roofs of the cosmopolitan 
plaisance gieamed in silent glory.

This was 
particularly noticeable of the poor and the 
laboring class.

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SUNDAY OPENING OF THE FAIR. 

It seems to Tus Tursune that undue acri- 
mony has been exhibited by both sides in the 
discussion of the Sunday opening question. 
Primarily, of course, we do not believe that 
any part of the Fair should be closed on Sun- 
day unless it should be Machinery Hall and the 
booths for the sale of merchandise. Tus 
Trrsunz holds that whatever is innocent and 
useful of itself and a proper object of exhibdi- 
tion on week days might also with propriety 
be exhibited on Sunday. But ip deference to 
the prejudices of other people and in arder to 
release from labor one day of the week as 
many employés of the Fair as possible we 
should be glad to see a compromise agreed 
upon on the basis of stopping the machinery 
and employing on Sunday only as many per- 
sons as might be necessary to protect the ex- 
hibits and police the grounds. 

The local Board of Directors has gone 
much further in the direction of a compro- 
mise. It has proposed only to open the 
grounds on Sunday, all the Fair buildings being 
closed. This proposition has provoked a 
storm of indignant protest. It has been de 
nounced as immoral, a breach of faith, and 
unlawful. Reprisals have been threatened. 
Many good people have said that they would 
not attend the Fair if any part of it should 
be opened on Sunduy, Churches and Sunday- 
schools have invited a general “ boycott ” of 
the Fair, and much inflammatory language 
has been used—most of it, we regret to say, by 
persona to whom we are aceustomed to look 
for the best examples of temperance in speech

1. As tothe immdrality of it there is pos- 
sibly an irreconcilable difference between 
some of the members of some of the Calvin. 
istic churches and the avowed advocates of an 
open Sunday. Bat it is ptoper to notice that 
Christian people are by no means united in 
favor of a closed Sanday, The Roman Cath- 
olics as arule are in favor of an open Fair 
(under ‘proper restrictions) on Sunday. So 
are the Episcopalians. The German-Luth- 
erans are of the same way of thinking. All 
liberal Christians, such as the Universalists 
and Unitarians, agree to the same scheme of 
modified Sunday opening. So far as Tus 
Trisuns is able to learn a very large pro- 
portion of the members of the other 
Christian denominations—certainly in the 
cities—believe that the Fair grvunds might 
usefully be thrown open during part or all of 
Sunday. Most of the opposition, it seems te 
us, bas arisen from the ruling classes in the 
churches—the ministers, deacons, and elders 
and their immediate supporters and fullowers, 
We canrot speak absolutely on this point as 
to the country churches, but there can no 
doubt that a majority of the aver lay 
members uf the churchesin the larger cities 
would, if the question were put to a vote, 
favor modified Sunday opening. Apart 
from the question of the wishes and 
opinions of a numerical majority of 
church members, it is a little difficult 
to seé how any essential immorality can be 
involved in a mere opening of the grounds to 
the people on Sunday. If Jackson Park is 
ever a tit place for the people to go on Sun- 
day it must be superlatively fit now, when the 
beautifyl Pair buildings are added to all the 
other’attractions of a public park and nothing 
detrimental or injurious to public morals is 
permitted on the grounds. 

2. As & the alleged breach of trust in volved 
in opening the grounds on Sunday, Tux Tx18- 
ung cannot see the force of the criticism. If 
all the buildings are closed the E xposition 
is closed. Everything that President Cleve- 
land ‘set’ in motion by touch ing 
the electric key on the Ist day of May is 
stilied on Sunday by the action of the Board 
of Directors. Much that ought to be open, 
in our judgment, such as the art galleries and 
the main ‘aisles of the Exhibition buildings, 
are to be closed. The money appropriated by 
the government has not been used for the 
improvement of any part of the park which is 
to be open to the public on Sunday, and if the 
government’s exhibit and all the other build- 
ings are closed on Sunday every covenant ex- 
pressed or implied in the acceptance of the 
appropriation will be fulfilled. 

3. Astothe law of the case. Possibly the 
newspapers and most of the Jay members of 
the commission who have undertaken to dis- 
cuss this aspect of the question would do well 
to hold their opinions in reserve until some 
competent members of the legal profession 
have been heard from. It is proper, however, 
to say that Mr. Edwin Walker is recognized 
wherever he is known as a sound and careful 
lawyer, and one who would not. sacrifice his 
professional reputation to meet any tempo- 
rary exigency of the Fair. We

CHICAGO NEEDS BETTER REPRESENTA- 
TION 


Members of the General. Assembly from 
Cook County should bear in mind that the 
next Congress will be called upon to partici- 
pate in winding up.the affairs of the Colum- 
bian Exposition. It will also be called upon 
to extend national aid for the Drainage Chan- 
nel soasto make it a national waterway. 
Under these circumstances it 1s of the utmost 
importance that Cook County and the North- 
ern section of the State shell be represented 
adequately in the National Legisiature. Cook 
and Lake Counties are entitled to seven mem- 
bers of Congress on the basis of the Federal’ 
census of 1890. Ife@census should be taken 
this year and the Congressional apportionment 
were based on it, Cook alone would be entitled 
to rine of the twenty-two Congressmen from 
lilinois. It cannot under the law receive ite 
just representation. The Cook County mem- 
bers irrespective Of party should insist on its 
obtaining the representation to which it, is 
legaliy entitled. For that reason some Con- 
gressional apportionmént scheme should be 
adopted at this seasion. 

Chicago has suffered in the past by ia- 
sufficient representation in the National 
House of Representatives. Had this city 
been represented fairly our postoffice would 
not have been such a ramshackle tumbie- 
down concern as that which now has to an- 
sewer for one; more attention would have 
been paid by the National Government to 
the demands of thie city for propet public 
buildings, the improvement of the Chicago 
Harbor, and the maintenance of the Chicago 
River as a navigable stream if they were 
backed by a stronger and fuller delegation. 
The appropriations for the World’s Fair 
would not have been so hampered by re- 
strictions as they have been, had Chicago 
seven resolute Congressmen at Washington 
to speak in ite behalf. . Until an apportion- 
ment scheme is adopted this section. will 
have but five Congressmen at Washington. 
Conventions at Springtield, whether Demo 
cratic’ ‘or Republican, will keep nom- 
inating some Southern or Central Illinois 
man for Congresswman-at large as long as the 
delegates from Cook County are in a minority 
in the conventions. The Republican mem- 
bers ia Cook County should bear thisin mind, 
‘They cannot affurdto haggle over district 
boundary lines in Tom Carson’s district or in 
Bill Morrison’s district if the result of the 
haggie will be to readmit Sol Van Praag to 
the House and to keep the Democratic end 
of the State overrepresented in Congress. 
There waé never atimein the history of this 
city when it so much needed a strong, reso- 
lute representation in Congress as during the 
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ENGLAND AND THE INCOME TAX. 

The Atlanta Constitution calis on Congress 
to impose an income tax so that there may be 
money to meet the needs of the government 
after the tariff has been cut down, It says: 

it will never do to impose a tariff on some of 
the poor man's p es like sugar and coffee; 
we must raise the money in some other way. But 
how shall it be done? Weare at the end of our 
row unless we tax the incomes of the rich, and 
while we are about it we shouid make it a graded 
tax. Ifweare going to follow Engiana’s free 
trade policy we must adopt hersystem of taxa- 
tion to some extent, and we shal! find that the 
reasons which make an income tax necessary in 
her case will be equally urgent here. 


The imposition of an income tax in Great 


Britain was not a matter of choice but of im- | 


perative necessity. The English had to de- 
cide between evils, and they took that which 
seemed to them the least. Were they to give up 
the income tax, which produces $70,000,000 an.- 
nually, or over one-seventh of the total rev- 
enue of the government, and endeavor to 
raise money by high duties on imported 
products, they would cripple and destroy their 
power to export cheap manufactured goods, 
the proceeds of which they have to use to pur- 
chase food and other raw materials. The lit- 
tle island only produces one-third enough 
breadstuffs and one-half enough meats, but- 
ter, eggs, and. poultry—in short, le&s than half 
enough food for its people. 

Hunger then, or the fear of it, forces Great 
Bri‘ain to keep up the free importation of 
food and to impose an income tex to supply 
deficiencies of revenue. But in order not to 
be com pelled to make the odious income tax 
higher than it is; Great Britain levies an ex- 
cise of $2.50 a gallon on spirits, while the 
United States levies only 90 cents. Malt 
liquors pay $1.56 per barrel there and a dollar 
here. Tobaceo pays 79 cents a pound there 
and only 6 here. Ever since the Crimean war 
the British Government has been reducing the 
income tax gradually, whenever the circum- 
stances were such as to permit it to be done. 
It would be wiped out at this session of Par- 
hament, as it would have been at preceding 
ones, could the money be spared, or any other 
tax be devised which would rhige as much 
money without domg more harm. 

The mulitary necessities of England are 


,@reat. She is so situated that but for her vast 


and costly naval defenses she would be in- 
vaded and perhaps conquered by France, 
Without her expensive fleets of ironclads it 
would be impossible for her to protect her 
colonies or her commerce. She is also 
obliged to maintain a standing army of 250,- 
000 men mainly to protect her great Indian 
Em piré against Russia and also to be ready to 
resist at any moment the aggressions of 
France or any other country. The United 
States is menaced by no such-dangers. It 
needs but asmall fleet and a handful of reg- 
ulars, It can raise all the money it requires 
without having to resort to an English method 
of taxation. 

An income tax, uniform, graded, or pro- 
gressive, is not im favor in France. Those 
who are in authority there dare not introduce 
it. When 1 was proposed « few years ago 
those classes that would have been affected 
directly by it served notice on the govern- 
ment that it woula be upset if it imposed an 
income tax, The demagogues of the Chamber 
of Deputies did not dare to vote for one, the 
bill was quietly withdrawn, and that was the 
end ofthe matter. The Germans, with un- 
friendly Russia on one side and revengeful 
France on the other, have been terrified into 
enduring an income tax for the purpose of 
helping to maintain a tremendous 
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has given to the Fair from the day the project 
was broached until now. They have made no 
account of the hundreds of pages that have 
been devoted to exploiting the planus of 
the promoters of the Fair, to the thov- 
sands of editorials that have been writ- 
ten refuting unjust attacks, to the direct 
influence that has been brought to bear 
upon the City Council, the State Legislature, 
and Congress by the press of Chicago; tothe 
generous response the press has always made 
to every demand of the i upon it; to the 
direct contributions of mohey from the press; 
and to the still more lavish contributions it has 
indirectly made to the cause. As is customary 
with all ungrateful and selfish people these 
superficial critics have forgotten all the benefits 
the press of Chicago has bestowed upon the Fair 
and choose to remember only what they are 
pleased to consider mistakes in judgmeat on 
the part of the press since the Fair has 
been opened. A few self-important men and 
a@ more numerous band of toadies and flatter- 
ers have given expression to these opinions 
without the ability to form correct conclu- 
sions on such a subject or the candor to ex- 
press them if they had once been formed. 

Now, what is the grave offense the press of 
Chicago has commitged with reference to the 
Fair? Why, 1¢ has exposed the flagrant extor- 
tions that were unquestionably practiced on 
the Fair grounds the first few days abd con- 
tinued until they were pointed out and stopped 
at the instance of the press. The newspapers 
of Chicago also demonstrated that the hotels 
for the most part were getting ready to charge 
visitors beyond all reason; that they had gen- 
erally raised their tariffs above the capacity of 
the average man to meet them, and that if 
their policy were persiajed in they would kill 
the Fair precisely ag the Vienna Exposition 
was killed by the greed and avarice of tne ho- 
tel-keepers and lodging-house keepers of Vi- 
enna. 

While it has been. generally admitted that 
the charges of the press were true and justifi- 
able, and while it cannot be denied that they 
have had precisely. the effect intended, and 
that the prices of the hotel and restaurant 
keepers have been reduced accordingly, it has 
‘been contended that the Chicago newspapers 
ought not to be

The first article 
Tuz Trisons printed quoted the dispatch of 
this gentleman from the State of Washington 
and also a létter written to a Tos Angeles 
(CaL) paper taking the same view. Mean- 
while the country press of Hlinois and all the 
Northwestern States was teeming with simi- 
lar com plaints, and the New York papers gave 
room fora number of most vicious attacks 
based upon then. 

Then it was that the present superficial 
critics advocated the ostrich policy. They 
asked the Chicago papers to put their hands 
on their mouths and their mouths in the dust 
and keep still until they had permission from 
some wise director or Commissioner to speak. 

Tas Trisuns is not in the habit of asking 
permission from anybody to express its 
convictions when it gets ready to express 
them. We told the truth about the extortions 
that had been committed and those that were 
meditated, and connection with the other 
Chicago newsp we helped to stop 
them.

NATIONAL MEMORIALS.

The official reason for 
his decapitation is that “he did not possess 
the kind of qualifications necessary to the dis- 
charge of the duties of his office, and to the 
successful administration of the hospital, and 
the inauguration of certain reforms in its 
mode of management.” This sounds well so 
long as one does not know the nature of the 
** reforms” referred to, 
The trustee in question was removed be- 
cause he would not consent to the removal of 
the physician in charge of the hospitai, Dr. 
Brooks, for the purpose of putting in his place 
a man who could be relied on to put none but 
Democrats on guard, and only Democrats 
who would be zealous workers for Altgeld next 
year when the Senatorial fight comes on. It 
is desired that the attendants, hurses, etc., 
shall work effectively for Altgeld to get him 
the largest number of Kane County delegates.

A WEAK PLEA FOR A BAD CAUSE. 

Judge Fenner of the Louisiana Supreme 
Conrt made an argument recently on tne sub- 
ject of secession, his contention being that the 
Southern States did not rebel but attempted 
to exercise a constitutional right when they 
proclaimed their independence.

THE SILVER PROBLEM. 

Sefior Joaquin D, Casasus, Mexican dele- 
gate to the International Monetary Confer- 
ence of last winter, has discussed the topic 
before the Society of Political and Social 
Economy at Lyons, and a report of his speech 
has been sent to the Treasury Department at 
Washington. The gentleman has not dban- 
doned ‘the hope that “substantial resulte”’ 
will yet be secured by proper discussion of the 
silver question among the leading nations. 
He advocates the Levy plan for the with- 
drawal from circulation within 4 specified 
time of gold coins having a value of less than 
about $3.86, and the exclusion from cisculation 
of bills for a less valuethan that, excepting bills 
representing a deposit of silver. He says this 
is scientific and practically easy of realiza- 
tion. | ' 

That the Levy scheme is practicable has 
been demonstrated in the United States, 
though perhaps not proven by our experience 
to be desirable. Already we are down to that 
basis and below it. We have not only no gold 
dollars but no gold at all in circulation. 
Whatever gold there may be in the country is 
carefully hidden out of sight. I¢ has been 
withdrawn from “circulation” as com- 
pletely as if all of it were sunken in the 


} depths of ocean, though the stock m the Na. . 


tional Treasury is still he'd for the purpose of 
sustaining a silver currency at par. We have 
no bilis in circulation of a less value than $5, 
except those which represent a deposit of sil- 
ver in the Treasury, and which carry on their 
face a pledge for redemption in silver dollars. 
Purther than this, all the Treasury notes, for 
large as well as small amounts, actually 
“* represent ”’ deposits of silver, having been 
issued in payment for silver purchased by 
the government. In spite of this fact Sefior 
Casasus talks of the policy of we United 
States, which he says “ drew from Europe a 
billion of francs ”’ in the years 1880 and 1881, 
as one of the present canses of what ho 
chooses to. call “ the poverty of gold in cir- 
culation.” He also falsely claims that this 
has caused a great augmentation in the pur- 
chasing power of gold, when all the facts show 
that the modern cheapening of prices is due 
to reduced cost of production and transporta- 
tion because of the greater productiveness of 
the unit of human labor due to tne use of 
machinery. 

So the adoption of the pian advocated ‘by 
Sefior Casasus would not materially add to 
the volume of silver circulating in the United 
States. Already the vaults of the Nationgl 
Treasury.are filled with tne white metal to 
overflowing, aud fresh storehouses have to be 
built to care for the monthly purchases, while 
there is no more gold to be crowded out. The 
only advantage we could hope to gain 
by such sa change being made in 
Europe is in an enlarged sale of silver to 
nations on that continent and vear it. But he 
estimates that such additional selling would 
not exceed about $30,000,000 immediately 
which is tantamount to the admission | 
the channels of circulation would be filled 
on the new plan with the production of 
two years in all parts of the world.

They w'll find the place marked with a monv- 
ment at the castera end of Haymarket squere, 
being the statueef 4 policeman. At Wald- 
heim Cemetery will be a shaft cf marble and 
on its sides portraits of the five Anarchists 
who were hanged to pay the penalty for the 
bloody deed on Haymarket square May 4, 
1886. This shaft marks their burial place. 

The German visitors will be interested in 
the statue of Aiexander von Humboldt at 
Humboldt Park. It is a beautiful work of art 
and was erected by the German-American 
citizens of Chicago.

Engines Need Looking After. 

The engines require the most delicate care. 
You can always see oie or two oilers climb- 
ing about on iron ladders or crawling under 
steam chests squirting oil continuously until 
the machioery raos as s:ncoth as a Universal- 
ist’s conscience. Bearings must not get hot, 
as this necessitates slowing down the ship and 
brings down the wrath of the Captain upon 
the chief engineer’s head. Sulphar, castor oil, 
soap, and other lubricants are used at the 
whim of the oil man or his chief. Chief En- 
gineer Hanna of the City of Chicago, now 
broken up on Kinsale Head, Ireiand, once 
told a story about a squeaky journal. It 
seems that a party was inspecting the engines 
when all at once a bearing, began to squeak. 
‘“Squeak, squeak, squeak” it went and the 
oilers jumped with oilcan in hand; they 
flooded every cup with oil, but still that shrill 
‘squeak *’ could be heard. 

“JT began to be alarmed myself, and 
I climbed over every part of the 
engine. Nothing was hot, but still I heard 
the * squeak, squeak, squeak.’ Atiast I saw 
a twinkle in the eye of one of my visitors.

VICTIMS OF TRADE UNION TACTICS, 


Policy of the Walking Delegate and Its 
Rainous Effects. ° 

An interesting story illustrating the policy 
of the average labor delegate and ite effects is 
told in connection with the present troubles at 
Hull. In Seitember; 1891, the owners of the 
Carron and Hermitage wharf, in London, of.- 
fered their 300 docker& permanent situations 
at the rate of 30 shillings a week as a substitute 
for casual labor. But the anion leaders object- 

to this arrangement, for.no ather reason, ap- 
parently, than because it would tend to weak- 
en their own authority, inasmuch as under the 
permanent system there would be a more 
direct relationship between employer and em- 
ployed. A strike followed, and the 300 men 
ceased work, the idea being that the wharf- 


owners would in this. way be compelled to 


abandon the proposed change, But the result 
was very different, for the wharf-owners 
speedily found 300 other men who were per- 
fectly willing to accept permanent situations at 
the rate of 30s. a week, so that the strikers 
remained “ out” for goods Of these 300 vic- 
tims of trade-union. tactics at the Carron and 
Hermitage Wharf, in 1891, no fewer than 200 
have gone to Hull as free-labor men, and are 
now at work there. It is clear that they at 
least have learned to profit by @xperience, and 
to appreciate the folly of their former lead- 
ers. Instead of being a disadvantage to the 
men employed at the ks the permanent 
system has proved an unmixed benefit to all 
who are under it. -While,the wages of miners, 
of engineers, and many others havedecreased, 
owing. to depressed trade, there has been no 
falling off in the wages of ‘be dockers with 
“ permanent engagements,” and for the last 
two years they have been drawing steadily be- 
tween 30 shuilli and £3 per week instead of 
having to scramble for ddd jobs. It is not 
believed that any of these men will pay any 
further attention to the orders of labor dele- 
gates.
